Croxton Is 
Seeking Vote 
Registration 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Benton 


County Rep. Hardy Croxton .out- 
lined a permanent voter registra 
tion bill to civic leaders Thurs- 
day night, then was elected chair 
man of a committee to urge sup 
port of such legislation.. 


Croxton told some 50 represent- 


atives of various labor, bar, fi- 
nance, political and civic organ 
izations he had drafted a meas- 
ure to allow voters to become 
permanently registered, by party, 
so long as theyi voted at least 
every two years. 


He was named chairman of the 


Committee for Voter Registration. 


Under his bill, each voter would 


be required to register at his 
home precinct. Re-registration in 
that precinct would become auto- 
matic when the voter cast his bal- 
lot each succeeding two years. 


"Tliose, who "don't vote "within 


the two-year .period will be re- 
quired to re-register in person at 
the county seat," he said. 
.Croxton said the bill would re- 
quire all except military person 
nel to register.

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Would Help 
Catholics 
in Red Area

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 


Paul VI is understood to be study 
ing ways of arranging with Com- 
munist governments to improve 
the lot of the 60 million Roman 
Catholics behind the Iron Curtain. 


In his week-old reign, the pon- 


tiff has set the stage publicly for 
re-establishing Vatican ties with 
Communist nations. He has served 
notice that he has no intention of 
involving the Vatican in the in- 
ternal affairs of nations, but he 
has indicated that he wants Cath- 
olics behind the Iron Curtain to 
regain the opportunity to practice 
their faith freely. 


His approach, revealed in mes 


sages received Thursday in Mos 
cow and Warsaw, is persuasion. 
The messages, addressed to Pre 
mier Khrushchev and Aleksander 
Sawadzki, titular head of the Po- 
lish 
government, 
acknowledged 


congratulations 
on the Pope's 


election. They expressed a wish 
for world peace. 


They also reminded the Com- 


munist leaders that Christians 
live in their lands, especially in 
Poland, which has a 1,000-year 
history of Catholicism. 


The Pope's message to Zawad 


zki—the first known communica- 
tion from a Pope to the Comma 
nist government of Poland—noted 
that the Pole's greetings came 
from "a country with which we 
have been tied for a long time 
with old and dear remembrances 
and for which we desire with aU 
our heart divine care." 


Khrushchev's message, the pon 


tiff wrote, "awakens in our sou 
the memory of the Russian peo- 
ple, their secular and Christiai 
history. . . ." 


Pope Paul reportedly is more 


interested in repairing bonds dis 
rupted after World War II than 
in keeping alive old conflicts with 
Communists, 


In this he is following policies 


initiated by Pope John XXIII, who 
sought to get Joseph Cardina 
Mindszenty to leave the U.S. leg 
ation in Budapest and come to 
the Vatican in exchange for a re 
luxation of the Hungarian govern 
ment's restrictions on the church

Testimony of 
Korth Conflicts 
With AF, Navy

WASHINGTON (API-Secretary 


of the Navy Fred Korth gave Sen- 
ate investigators a denial today 
that the Pentagon has settled for 
an interior costlier version of the 
TFX warplane., 


His .testimony before the Senate 


Investigations subcommittee was 
direct conflict with that given 
previously by witnesses for the 
uniformed Air Force and Navy. 
The plane is intended for use by 
both services. 
'Korth pictured the General Dyi- 


namics version as 320 miles an 
hour faster than Boeing's at high 
altitude, 150 miles an hour faster 
at low altitude. The top speed has 
been described in testimony as 
about two and a half times the 
speed of sound. 


He said the General Dynamics 


plane could stay aloft longer than 
Boeing's—58 per cent longer over 
an assault area at extreme long 
range. 


He said Boeing's design had un- 


acceptable maneuvering restric- 
tions, and that at extreme alti- 
tudes and speeds the General Dy- 
namics version wouuld be twice as 
maneuverable. 


Boeing, he said, had a not- 


highly-significant 
advantage 
of 


lighter weight, but the General 
Dynamics version had an advant- 
age of being smaller. 


The subcommittee is seeking to 


establish whether favoritism fig- 
urged in award of the potentially 
huge contract to the General Dy- 
namics Corp. of Fort Worth,, Tex., 
over the Boeing Co, of Seattle. 


Korth insisted that General Dy- 


namics won the contract on merit.

Union County Is finding out you 


have to pay the 'doctor, even if 
the patient dies.

On May 17, 1961, county voters 


approved a $2 million -'bond issue 
to finance construction of a plant 
for 
the Chase-Grocord Rubber 


Co.. and a 1.17 mill, $825,000 issue 
for equipment for the firm, one 
of the most promising industries 
that had settled in Arkansas. 


Last' Wednesday Chase-Grocord 


announced that it was in financial 
difficulty "which has made it im- 
aossible to operate any longer." 
The taxes by which the bonds are 
to be retired still must be paid. 


Craig Smith, senior administra- 


tor of the Arkansas Industrial De- 
velopment Commission until he 
resigned to go into private busi- 
ness today, reflected on the situ- 
ation after Chase-Grocord's an- 
nouncement. 


While Union County seemingly 


is left paying for a dead horse, 
he explained, the situation is not 
really that bad. The city has the 
plant, all it has to do is find an- 
other industry to occupy it. 


Ten to 15 prospective buyers al- 


ready have looked at the building, 
which is located on a 2p-acre plot 
in the El Dorado industrial park. 


When both plant and equipment 


have been financed by an Amend- 
ment 49 bond issue, Smith said, 
an industry that is closing a plant 
can buy the equipment. 


That's the situation at Benton. 


where Wheatley Industries, Inc., 
has closed its pump and valve 
plant. 


This provides the city or county 


enough money to meet its bond 
obligations for several years, giv- 
ing it enough time to find a re- 
placement for the original indus- 
try. 


In seeking out new industry, 


Smith said, the AIDC atempts to 
cull those which show signs of fi- 
nancial insecurity. 


"We don't even look at a com- 


pany unless it has a rating of "B" 
or better in Dun and Bradstreet," 
Smith said, explaining that a firm 
with a B rating would show $200.- 
000 to $300,000 in its credit ap- 
praisal. "And we check their cred- 
it ratings very carefully." 


Smith also pointed out that the 


b o n d dealers 
make thorough 


checks of credit ratings. 


"Industry doesn't tell you its 


sick," Smith added. "But when 
we hear that a company may be 
in trouble, we try discreetly to 
help them find out what their 
problem is and then tell them 
where they can find the help they 
need to overcome it." 


There have been more than 50

Judge Trying 
to Improve 
Driving

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Traffic 


Ju d g e John L. Sullivan has 
preached for a driver improve, 
nent school for years. Now he 
has one and he is waiting eagerly 
to see how it works out. 


Classes start July 11 and Sulli- 


van already has "sentenced" 13 
traffic violators to take the six- 
hour course. He expects to swell 
the complement to 20 by the start- 
ing date. 


The scholars will explore, under 


tutelage of two veteran police of- 
ficers, 
the driving deficiencies 


which brought them into court. 


On graduation they will return 


to Sullivan's court for final dis- 
pensation of the case and Sullivan 
will-consider their "report cards" 
in coming to a decision. 


Present plans call for only one 


series of classes to be in session 
at a time., But Sullivan stands 
ready to expand the school if he 
finds enough students. 


The two-hour classes are held 


at night once a week. Each stu- 
dent will be required to look hard 
at his own driving faults. 


The school grew out of Sulli- 


van's feeling that too often a fine 
is an inadequate penalty for a 
traffic offense. 


"They pay and go out and do 


the same thing again," he said. 
"This school'will make them think 
about what they are doing." 


Costs of the school will be paid 


with contributions from business- 
men and other friends of Sullivan, 
a popular judge with the public, 
if not with traffic offenders. 


Sullivan says he has not arrived 


at a formula for picking his "stu- 
ents." "The constant violators 
ill have to go, of course," lie 
aid,, "but, in other cases, I'l 
make assignments to the school pushed him

Sullivan has a reputation as a 
ough judge who backs up the po 
ice officer if there is a question 
n a case. He believes the reputa 
ion is unwarranted and explains 
'I'm just doing what the law pro 
/ides and the certainty of punish 
ment is more effective on law 
ireakers than ,anyfhing 
Traffic enforcement is a monu 


mental job. Little Rock,, a city o 
140,000, lias 400,000 moving viola 
tions and 100,000 parking viola 
ions a year. The trend is alway 
up. 


And the solution, Sullivan feels 


s simple. It requires only the co 
operation of the public and cour 
esy on the part of the driver. 


His court records show that fai 


ure to yield the right of way ( 
simple matter of courtesy, he ex 
plains) . cuases more 
accident 


than any other violation. 


In the ar,ea of co-operation, he 


lias asked citizens to report the 
license number of any car they 
see involved in a traffic violation. 


"We can't make an arrest in 


this kind of case," he says, "but 
we can write a letter to the of- 
fender telling him that he was 
observed breaking the law and 
asking him to co-operate. We've 
tried this and it has a good effect. 
One man who got such a letter 
thanked us for calling his atten- 
tion to something he had thought- 
lessly been doing wrong." 


Sullivan became a traffic judge 


by appointment in 1957. He says 
he had never thought about such 
a position, but he took it quickly 
to heart. He got attention from 
news media for his sternness with 
offenders and he began preaching 
his traffic safety lesson to civic 
clubs and anyone else who would 
listen. 


He lost the job in 1958 because, 


believing that his appointment 
was for three years, he failed to

Pope 'Paul resembles Pope Pius 
XII. But he expresses thoughts 
more like Pope John in terms of 
Christian unity, social reform and 
justice. 


When the conclave ot cardinals 


of'the Roman Catholic Church'se- 
elected1 Gintovanrtia1 BaUiste Mon 
tini to succeed ope John, they 
knew where lie stood. 


Two weeks before he left his 


archbishopric of Milan to atcncl 
the conclave, he pledged support 
of Pope John's Ecumenical Coun- 
cil and his work for pcace,t even 
with the Communist countries. 


Pope Paul stated this even more 


plainly in his first address, the 
day after his election: "The pre- 
eminent part of our pontificate 
will be occupied' with the continua. 
tion of the • Second Vatican Ecu- 
menical Council. This will be the 
principal work for which we in- 
tend to devote all the energies 
which the Lord gave us so thai the 
Catholic Church . . . can attract 
all men to it." 


Like Pope John,, Pope Paul does 


not think Christian unily will be 
soon or easily achieved. But he 
believes the Ecumenical Council 
can make progress toward that 
goal. 


Some on the extreme left and 


extreme right had 
• claimed that 


Pope John, in creating a new at- 
mosphere between the church and 
countries .under Kremlin control; 
had softened toward Communism. 


Pope Paul, too, has spoken .of 


the need1 for understanding. But 
during his eight years as arch- 
bishop in the Red stronghold of 
industrial North Italy, his words 
left no doubt as to his ideas on 
communism. 


Pope Paul is five feel eight in- 


ches tall and weighs 150 pounds. 
His grey hair is sparse. His blue 
eyes, deep set under heavy black 
eyebrows, have an intense, almost 
hypnotic look. 


. He . speaks fluent French 
and 


good English in addition to Latin 
and1 Italian..He also has consider- 
able knowledge of German and 
Spanish and kno.ws. some Polish. 


He eats lightly, seldom sleeps 


more than six hours a night, and 
drives himself intensely in his 
work. 


Pope Paul enjoys television. He 


delights in quiz programs and fol- 
lows transmissions of bicycle rac- 
ing. 
He always has been a bike 


fan. He also enjoys bis large col- 
letetion of records of classical and 
religious music. 
He surrounds 


himself with books.

Ul- 
bricht chopped it into cells whicl 
Moscow could control easily am 
so earned the name "Comrade 
Cell."

bricht hasf done many hatchet job? 
and survived numerous purges 
and upheavals. 


He was in exile in the Sovie 


Union during the Nazi era. Stalin 
sent him back to Germany in 194c 
n the uniform of a Soviet army 
colonel. 


Since then, the spade-bearded 


'ormer cabinetmaker has risen t 
Become the boss of the East Ger 
man Communist party and tin 
dictator of East Germany. 


Sunday,, Ulbricht celebrates hi 


70th birthday and Khrushchev wi 


in East Berlin for the event, j 


At least the Communists say that j 
is the purpose of Khrushchev's 
visit. 


It is no secret in the West that 


Khrushchev is more than unhappy 
with Ulbricht,, who rules 17 mil- 
lion Germans with the terror tac- 
tics of Stalin. 


Soviet diplomats, in unguarded 


moments, condemn Ulbricht for 
failure to turn East Germany into 
a valuable satellite. 


Since 19,53, when the East Ger- 


mans revolted unsuccessfully and 
surged through the country cry- 
ing "death to the spade beard," 
the Ulbricht regime has registered 
nothing but failures. Heavy indus- 
try was built rapidly but produc- 
tion never readied government 
goals. Collectivized farms have 
failed .to provide enough food to 
do awayi with rationing.,

HOLLYWOOD (AP)—There was

"That was the only way I could 


see anything of them," he said. 


I found myself working 17-and

"Last

straight days without a day off." 


Reasons for cancellation of the 


show are clouded in network- 
sponsor politics. "Empire" faced 
the formidable opposition of Red 
Skelton, but Egan said the ratings 
were respectable, even coming 
within' a few poins of a Judy1 Gar 
land special. 


'Empire" had format troubles 


and dropped its two female stars 
in mid-season. Egan explained: 
"Terry Moore's character couldn't 
integrate with the show.. It was 
jarring to be doing a heavy 
drama, then cut to a shot of her 
beside her swimming pool. 


"As for Lucia, owner of the 


Garret ranch (played by Anne 
Seymour) it was a matter of her 
relation to Redigo. People resent- 
ed his having to ask her if he 
could move some sheep to Mon- 
tana, right after he had been in- 
volved in some violent action he 
had settled himself." 


Egan said "Empire" had been 


set to move to ABC, but NBC still 
had a month's option and wouldn't 
part with it. When NBC decided 
to continue the show only a half- 
hour's time was available. 
\ "Redigo" will be filmed in Cal- 
ifornia's San Fernando valley. 


"We spent up to $200,000 per 


show to get realistic quality on lo. 
cation," said Egan. "Then the big 
hit of the year comes along at

NEW YORK (AP)-Do names 


fall trippingly off your tongue 
while 
performing introductions, 


and do you never forget a face? 


Do you always remember ex- 


actly where you parked your car? 


Can you invariably go straight 


o where you laid your glasses or 
keys or sewing, hours before? 


Then you need) no advice from 


Dr. Bruno Furst and Lotte, a fel- 
ow memory instructor and his 
wife of 35 years. 


'Anyone can develop a good 


memory," says Dr. Furst. "Look 
at me. My very bad memory 
when I was a law student in Mu- 
nich 50-some years ago was a 
classroom joke." 


That's when he got interested in 


mnemonics (the science of me- 
mory) and later' was able to 
Astound judges and sway juries 
with his impeccable recounting of 
:estimony and previous rulings. 
An outspoken anti-Nazi, he came 
to this country in 1938 by way of 
he University of Prague,, with an 
unforgetting wife, a phenomenal 
memory and practically no knowl- 
edge of English. 


In the last 20 years,, he has 


taught at least 25,000' absent-mind- 
ed Americans—in his School of 
Memory, 
at 
adult 
education 


courses in Brooklyn College where 
he and his wife are instructors 
and at various business firms 
where he guides young executives 
in remembering names,, price lists 
and sales talks. 


He has numerous systems of 


memory, but for those who would 
ust like to be able to remember 
he names of newcomers at the 
garden club meeting, he recom- 
mends: 


Make sure you hear the. name. 


Ninety per cent of introductions 
are slurred, he says. If you don't 
hear it,, ask again. It's flattering 
;o the person you meet, because 
it sounds as if you really are in- 
:erested. 


Then repeat the name as often 


as you can in the ensuing conver- 
sation. ' 


Form an association with the 


name. Mr. Black, black hair. If 
there is no meaning find a sub- 
stitute. Barlow: bar, barely, bar- 
:ey. 
Useing the same first let- 


ter.) 


Write the name down as soon as 


you can. 


And while you courteously ap 


pend his name to every sentence 
as you talk, study his face. The 
biggest reason you can't remem- 
ber a face is that you really don't 
look at it. 


What about remembering where 


you. park the car? The second yqu 
get out, form an association be- 
tween the car and its location, 
connecting it with a drugstore, or 
a peculiar tree or a green shut- 
tered hquse.
